I have been engaged during the past months in organizing a 
photographic publication at F.T.U. As you know, no publication 
of this kind exists now on campus, and the opportunity to establish 
a sound and representative exhibit of photographic artist's work 
has been created by this undertaking. 


I invite you to join with myself and others in a unified photo- 
graphic statement. The publication will be in portfolio format 
with a fold-open cover and 12 to 18 separate inside pages; 1 image 
per page printed on double chrome coated heavy stock (similar to 
double-weight photographic paper). The photo mechanicals will be 
separately shot on a 133 line screen to insure quality reproduction 
and a brown line proof will be available for each image. The 
portfolio will include a written statement by C. Wellman on the 
back cover, and the images will be submitted, for written critique, 
to a noted photo-historian. 


The financing of the portfolio is to be shared by student govern- 
ment, the Art Department and the artists.

If you are interested in joining us in publication, you may fill 
out the needed information and submit five (5) images (unmounted) 
to the Art Department Office, c/o C. Wellman, 5th Floor, Fine Arts 
Humanities Building. The images will be collected for consideration 
and selected by Wellman, the artist and myself. Our reason for this 
type of selection is the hope that the publication will, after con- 
sideration of all the images together, find its own direction, and 
the images will then be used accordingly.
